dsy. Ali Ahmed, the son of a 
small farmer, bas been educated 
at a Government college, and 
now he has to teach farmers 
twice “his age their business. 
What is thelr roacticry to him? 
Kamaluddin is making a fortune 
out of his transport business; he 
was once o motor-driver. Can 
he find o wife? if so, what is 
her social status, and where $s 
he to look for der? 


Partial Truth 


ND what of the hundreds of 
young men in minor jobs, 
with few opportunitics for high 
promotdiomn Are the wealthicr 
people their enemies? There ts 
no doubt that a good many rich 
ple misuse their wealth. 
ould it not be better to share 
this moncy cqually among all. 
Why should the poor not hate 
the rich? 

Communism, as laid down by 
the Jewish thinker Karl Marx, 
claims that those who possess a 
smailer amount of wealth must 
therefore hate those who have a 
lerger amount, This is ono of 
the “pillars” of Communism as 
preached today. Yet it ig im- 
portant to note ‘that the 
assumption is based neither upon 
logic nor upon history. It is a 
particl truth. You will hate a 
man if you are jealous cf him.

Final Addresses, By Counsel OUT OF : 
UNIFORM _— 


Closing addresses by the Prosccution and. the 
Defence were made before the Jury at the Criminal 
Sessions this morning in the case in which Chau 
Hing, 36, factory worker, is charged with the 
murder of his wife, Wu Yung-siu, on May 24. 


The accused js wleged to have 
deliberately set tre to his Jodg- 
Inga at 81 Tnipo Road, second 
floor, 

The Crown case is that ac- 
cused, his wife and two small 
doughtera Hved there and that 
the woman was burned to death 
on May 24 by the fre which 
spread over ‘the congested flat 
eceupicd by 34 persons causing 
the death of several people, *

DENIED SETTING FIRE 

The accused denied setting fire 
to the premises deliberately and 
sald he had no recollection of 
what occurred, He sald thot the 
might before he had drunk a 
quantity of Chinese wine.. 

Mayne sald the Prosecu- 
tlon's cage was besed on two 
limbs, The first wus that the 
accused set fire to the premises 
with the intention of murdering 
his family, including his wite, 
and if the Jury found this wus 
so and that the wife did as 
the result of his action, then 
they must bring In a verdict of 
guilty, 

The second was that lt was 
not necessary for intention ty 
be proved if the Jury found that 
the necused set flre to the 
premises, knowing there would 
be possible or probable toss of 
Nfe to ony of the inmates. 

Te death resulted through the 
accused's action,- then the Jury 
should also bring in a verdict ‘of 
guilty, The question of motive, 
sald Crown Counsel, was not 
thelr concern. 

The evidence showed that dim 
ceased dicd of shock and burns 


had set fre well knowing that 
denth would ensuc. 

Before decling with the case 
for the accused, Mr Gittina 
sald he was obliged to the Pro- 
aceuticn for the very fair 
manner In which they had con~ 
ducted the case, He nlso said 
that, apart trem certain 
erlticlsms, the Police had given 
him every ausistince in the 
preparation and conduct of the 
cuse,

| There could be no doubt, Mr 
‘Gittins went on, that a fire had 
foccurred at BL ‘Palpo Road, 
second = floor, and = that) Wu 
Yung-siu had diet as a result, 
That was clear, but whet was

There was evidence of fre- 
;auent quarrels between the 
acettsed and members of his 
‘familly with other inmates of 
the premises, It was inevitable, 
Mr Gittins remarked, that in a 
crowded tenement like the one 
In which accused lived that 
uarrels should break gut, but 
they were In the nature of 
domestic tiffs and nothing of such 
consequence as to warrant the 
accused avanting to act Ore to 
the flat, 

Mr Gorman had agreed that 
kerosene was a common fire 
hazard in tenement houses and 
that petrol was highly inflam- 
mable. But Mr Gorman had 
sald that as a result of his In- 
vestigations he could not say 
whether tho fire had been de- 
liberately started or whether tt 
was accidental. 

The accused, According to his 
alleged statment, had sald he 

fire to the flat with two 
gollons of petrol, but accused 
had sald in evidence

A. FIRE AGENCY 

According to the evidence of 
Mr W. J. Gorman, Chief Officer 
of the Fire Brignde, the fire 
was started and spread by 
means of a fire agency, There 
was evidence that accused 
owned a quantity of petrol and 
kept it In a tin underneath his 
bed space. The tln also bore 
a metal cover, but when it was 
found after tho fire the cover 
was missing and there was 
hardly any petrol leit, 

Touching on accused's claim 
fo amnesio, Crown Counsel sald 
that if accused wog suffering 
from amnesia, he was one of 
the most active that Counsel had 
ever come across, There was 
cvidence by Inmates of the flat 
that accused attacked other In- 
mates after the flro alarm had 
been raised. Counsel suggested 
that accused perhaps did-not In- 
tend to Injure any of the other 
inmates seriously but rather at- 
tacked them wilh the Intention 
of creating o state of confusion 
ie jnable the fire to get a proper 
hold. oo 

As to accused's claim to 
drunkenness, Crown ‘Counsel 
sold that drunkenness - wag a 
self-fmposed condition and one 
could not rely, om that to excuse 
one if n crime was committed. 
Two hours after the fre had 
occurred, accused was medically 
exnmined and no trace of al-+ 
cohol in his system was found. 

‘Referring to the happenings 
in the Shtmshulpa, Police Sta- 
{ion, Mr.-Mayne remarked that 
accused appeared to ‘have re- 
covered from amnesin when he 
got there. The evidence oa to 
what took place was in direct 
conflict, Either Sub-Insp, Lee, 
the Inspcector-on-Duly at tho 
time, was giving the most vile 
and damaging perjury in order 
lo injure the accused,’ or the 
accused’ was doing so.
